One o f the best info rmed and mo st 
tho ughtful demo crats in Ro ckfo rd, a 
member o f o ne o f the city bo ards, said 
to tbe Republic y esterday that in his 
o pinio n the majo rity o f demo crats in 
Ro ckfo rd wo uld vo te fo r Ro o sevelt if 
he sho uld be a candidate in 1908 , no 
matter who might be the demo crat ic 
no minee.
